(54) MEMBER FOR LAMINATION AND LAMINATING 
METHOD 

(57) Abstract 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a member for 
lamination which realizes the completion transfer of a 
transparent resin layer to the overall surface of an 
image sheet without contaminating a laminating roll by a 
molten thermoplastic resin during laminating despite a 
slight deviation between a laminated sheet and the image 
sheet and also without generating a failure such as a 
hooked corner of the laminated sheet, and also provide a 
laminating method. 

SOLUTION: The member for lamination is structured of 
an almost rectangular board and the laminated sheet 
which is connected to the end part of one of the sides 
of the board, while the other side is not fixed. The 
laminated sheet is structured of a heat-resistant base 
material and a transparent thermoplastic resin layer 
formed on a face opposite, to the board of the base 
material through a release layer. The edge of the board 
extends to the outside from the edge of the transparent 
thermoplastic layer. 
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
